The prospect of taking Donna 
Marie Stone to St. Clair county 
for trial in the murders of 
George Ballard and his 10-year- 
old daughter was described as 
excellent today by St. Clair coun- 
ty State’s Attorney John M. 
Karns Jr. 

Karns returned yesterday 
from Big Spring, Tex., where 
the 13-year-old Stone girl and 
John Edwin Myers are being 
held for murdering a hitchhiker. 
They have also confessed to kill- 
ing Ballard and his daughter in 
St. Clair county and Miss Mar- 
garet Wernicker in Oregon coun- 
ty, Missouri. 

Murder warrants have been 
issued in St. Clair county against 
both the girl and Myers, but 
Karns said there was little like- 
lihood of the county obtaining 
custody of Myers. 

A Howard county (Tex.) grand 
jury was to take up the case 
of Myers today and it was ex- 
pected that the jury would in- 
dict him for murder with malice 
aforethought. Under Texas law 
a juvenile cannot be tried for a 
felony until reaching adulthood, 
which for women is 18. Thus,

and Mrs. H. P. Graham, 1801 
South Seventy-fourth _ street. 
There they forced Miss Wer- 
nicker, who lived with the Gra- 
hams, to accompany them in 
Graham’s car. 

The next day, Thursday, they 
stopped in Oregon county and 
ordered Miss Wernicker to walk 
into an isolated field near 
Thayer, Mo. The Stone girl

Navy for the purchase of the 
F-4H Phantom IT, a jet aircraft 
that holds a number of speed 
records. 

An announcement by the Navy 
was expected to be made later 
today. 

The Phantom II, described as 
the Navy's fastest plane, has 
set four speed records in the 
last year. The latest was 
achieved last Wednesday when 
it set a world’s record in its 
class for low-level flight. It 
reached a speed of 902.7 miles 
an hour, flying a 1.8 mile course 
over the missile range at White 
Sands, N. M. 

Other world’s records that it 
set earlier this year included a 
speed of 1216 miles an hour over 
a 500-kilometer closed course 
and a speed of 1390 miles an 
hour over a 100-kilometer course. 


In May the plane broke the | 


Los Angeles-New York speed 
record in the Bendix trophy 
race. It covered the distance in 
two hours and 47 minutes. 

The new contract is intended 
to cover production in the fiscal 
year that began last July 1. The 
number of planes to be _ pur- 
chased under the agreement was 
not disclosed for security rea- 
sons. 

A spokesman for McDonnell 
said the new contract will bring 
the company’s backlog of orders 
to about  $430,000,000. Employ- 
ment has increased by 1133 since 
July 28 in anticipation that ad- 
ditional orders for F-4H-Phan- 
tom II planes and Talos missiles 
would be received. 

McDonnell had 20,627 employes 
on its payroll today. By the end 
of the year employment is ex- 
pected to reach 23,000. 

The plane is an all-weather 
fighter powered by two jet en- 
gines. It carries a crew of two; 
| a pilot and radaz operator. 

The plane is in use by the 
Navy in both its Atlantic and 
| Pacific ocean fleets, operating 
from carriers.

The New Conservatism 

Since there is much speculation 
that conservatism is on the in- 
crease in the United States, it be- 
hooves one to examine this ‘“‘new 
conservatism” closely, to determine 
if it is a new dynamic doctrine. Or 
a sound philosophy of the past, er- 
roneously abused and discarded. Or 
perhaps only a nostalgic pacifier, 
appealing because it offers virtu- 
ally a complete solution for our 
several human problems as a na- 
tion, in one sweep, simply by elim- 
inating the restrictive and annoy- 
ing hand of government from our 
lives. 

It seems to propose little and 
oppose much. It has infiltrated and 
entrenched itself in both major 
American political parties; there, 
in coalition, to employ mostly ob- 
structionist techniques. While con- 
tending that individual responsibili- 
ty cannot be legislated into being, 
it would propagate it simply by lack 
of legislation. It would relegate our 
deep political, economic and social 
concerns to the natural processes 
of humankind; where, in time, they 
will resolve themselves. 


It looks back with nostalgia to a 
time when America had no govern- 
ment subsidies or ‘‘give-away”’ pro- 
grams, ignoring the fact that the 
second act passed by the first Amer- 
ican Congress contained a subsidy 
provision to ‘encourage the devel- 
opment of an American merchant 
fleet." From this beginning, sub- 
sidies (to private interests) have 
taken many and varied forms. It 
dreams, as it were, for a return to 
the good old days, perhaps under 
**Silent Cal,’ seldom making men- 
tion of the nightmare of depres- 
sion that followed those lacka- 
daisical years. 


It advocates an extreme nation- 
alism on our part, while expecting 
(unvonsciously, at least) a strong, 
considerate and outgoing interna- 
tioralism from other nations es- 
pécially toward us. It uses the term 
‘socialistic’ to cast a stigma on 
wBatever it opposes, oblivious, 
seemingly, that some of our basic 
American institutions are ‘“‘socialis- 
tie’ by its own definitions; e.g., our 
public school system. 

It would permit and encourage 
the“ unlimited growth and expan- 
sidn, to enormous size, of our pri- 
vaté interests and institutions, while 
scaling down the size and scope of 
our national government. With this 
puny national government, it would 
launch into the international scene 
with unprecedented influence and 
prestige—all this with lower taxes 
and greater personal freedoms for 
everyone. 

It would seem that this ‘“‘new con- 
servatism”’ is really the latest some- 
thing for nothing. It promises to 
be the great current political place- 
bo. Gilbert Degenhardt

A Start on School Reform 


Education henceforth must enjoy priority 
over politics in the St. Louis school system. 
That is the objective and essential meaning 
of the administrative reorganization being 
pushed by the School Board’s reform-minded 
majority lead by Daniel L. Schlafly. It repre- 
sents an especially auspicious way to open the 
new school year. 

The reorganization places effective supervi- 
sion of the Board’s four major departments, 
including the patronage-ridden Building de- 
partment, in the hands of Superintendent of 
Instruction Hickey. It is really a relatively 
simple change and so obviously necessary that 
it should have been made years ago. 

But the Democratic party politicians in par- 
ticular and the Building Trades leaders who 
work with them preferred the old system of 
multiple executives. That way it was easy 
to operaté behind the scenes, to play one de- 
partment head off against another, to divide 
and confuse—and to load the non-teaching 
payroll with unnecessary employes holding 
down soft jobs. 

Money wasted on non-teaching services was 
money that wasn’t available for reducing the 
teacher-pupil ratio, or for putting up new 
school buildings in crowded neighborhoods 
where they are so sorely needed. The Kearney 
report suggested more than $1,000,000 a year 
was being poured needlessly into non-teaching 
services, principally in the Building Depart- 
ment. 

Were it not for the encouraging victory in 
last spring’s school election of the slate of 
candidates supported by the Citizens Associa- 
tion for the Public Schools, school policy no 
doubt still would be oriented toward meeting 
the demands of party patronage. Shortly 
after that victory, in fact, the Democratic 
politicians showed their real faces when they 
used their influence in the Missouri Legisla- 
ture to kill a citizens’ effort to’ reorganize 
by statute. 

Barring unforeseen circumstances Board 
President Schlafly and thase who have rallied 
behind him have control of the school system 
for some four years. That will give them a 
fair opportunity, through Superintendent 
Hickey, to prune the Building Department of 
its deadwood, and to use the savings to im- 
prove the quality of classroom instruction. 
This is not likely to be a program susceptible 
of easy and dramatic successes, but it is what 
the people voted for when they elected the 
citizens’ candidates last April. 

The administrative reorganization suggests 
the Board is now ready to roll up its sleeves 
and get on with the long-overdue job of re- 
forming the school system. May it move in 
confidence that parents are overwhelmingly 
behind it. 


Hearing on the Kaskaskia 


When the Senate Public Works Committee 
takes up the Kaskaskia river development 
project Friday, it will be dealing with an ex- 
ceptional opportunity to help southern IIli- 
nois realize the rich potentials of an area 
now chronically distressed. 

A navigation channel in the Kaskaskia 
holds promise of reviving the sick coal-mining 
industry and raising it to new heights of use- 
fulness; attracting new industries; and merg- 
ing extensive coal reserves with newly-dis- 
covered iron ore deposits in Missouri for the 
manufacture of steel. 

Southern Illinoisans are advancing this 
project with vision, zeal and businesslike 
efficiency. We hope their spirit will prove 
contagious in the halls of Congress. The Kas- 
kaskia project can mean more jobs, more 
productivity, more national strength—total 
returns many times the size of the federal 
investment required. 


Sneak Attack on **‘Un-Americans’’ 


According to Fulton Lewis Jr., the pub- 
lishers of Ballantine paperback books are 
being investigated by agents of the House 
Un-American Activities Committee. This is 
believable because criticism of the committee 
verges on the un-American in the opinion of 
most of its members, and Ballantine pub- 
lished a severe indictment of its record by 
Frank Donner under the title of “The Un- 
Americans.” Furthermore, according to a 
letter to the Oklahoma City Times, distribu- 
tion of the book has been halted in that city 
because of the Lewis publicity. 

Happily, this is not the case in St. Louis 
where the book still is being sold and no 
efforts to stop its circulation have been re- 
ported. Lewis, however, has long been a 
loyal publicizer of the committee. Its enemies 
generally are his enemies. It also happens 
that his son, Fulton Lewis III, was the nar- 
rator and technical director of the com- 
mittee’s discredited film, “Operation Abolli- 
tion.” 

So Lewis probably was glad enough to 
raise questions about the political affinities 
of individuals connected with the Ballantine 
firm, and about some of the writers it has pub- 
lished. Most people know. little if anything 
about these persons. And their notions, right 
or wrong, are not suitable standards for ap- 
praising “The Un-Americans.” Like any other 
book, it must be judged by its contents. But 
Lewis does not say that its charges are false. 
By ignoring the subject matter and casting 
aspersions on individuals, he plays the nasty 
game of “guilt by association.” And it is a 
setback for freedom if even one book-seller 
has been intimidated by such an oblique 
attack. 


Questioning in Germany 

Chancellor Adenauer has sent President 
Kennedy a letter in which he warns that a 
weakening of the West’s position in Berlin 
may cause a rise in neutralist sentiment in 
West Germany. 

The Chancellor has never wavered in his 
belief that Germany belongs in the Western 
alliance, but some Germans have begun to 
question whether this really is the best policy 
for their country. Dr. Adenauer is said to 
have warned Mr. Kennedy that a loss of 
Western prestige in Berlin might increase this 
sentiment and make it a factor in West Ger- 
man politics. 

President Kennedy has given abundant evi- 
dence that he does not intend to weaken the 
Western position in Berlin, but the possibility 
of a military neutral Germany should not be 
regarded as altogether unthinkable. Within 
the context of the arms race the West natural- 
ly requires German participation in NATO, 
but in another context, which included dis- 
armament and a definitive settlement in cen- 
tral Europe, this imperative would not loom 
so large. In fact, removing Germany from 


the military balance may be the only way in 
which reunification and self-determination for 
the German people can be realized. 

Remote as any such solution may now ap- 
pear, it would be wise to keep open the pos- 
sibility of it should the necessary conditions 
become attainable—and these conditions would 
include, of course, self-enforcing guarantees, 
resting not on words but on realities, that 
German neutrality would be substantive and 
durable. In the meantime, Western policy 
should work for an interim settlement that 
will both strengthen Western right in Berlin 
and lessen the dangers of war arising from an 
East-West collision there. 


Shift on China 


The House put its head in the sand, along- 
side that of the Senate, when it voted 395 to 0 
to oppose admission of Communist China to 
the United Nations. Only two members, who 
voted “present,” had the courage to look 
facts in the face. They were Representative 
Ashley of Ohio, who said the resolution was 
undesirable and unnecessary because it re- 
stricted the flexibility of the President in con- 
ducting foreign policy, and Representative 
Ryan of New York, who said, “The time has 
come for us to face the problem positively— 
this resolution is negative.” 

Mr. Ryan noted that Red China has more 
than 600,000,000 people and that if there is 
ever to be any disarmament all nations must 
be included in negotiations. This notion ap- 
parently did not impress the 395 Congress- 
men, despite the fact Arthur H. Dean, atomic 
test ban negotiator for the United States, said 
only a few days ago that Red China “prob- 
ably could” produce a nuclear weapon in two 
years. Perhaps the 395 credit the fantasy of 
Chiang Kai-shek, who has again forecast a 
return to the mainland. Chiang used always 
to say it would be next year; now he says 
within five years. 

Against this background the reports from 
Washington and the United Nations that the 
United States has dropped its 10-year fight to 
keep the U.N. General Assembly from debat- 
ing whether to seat Red China seem sharply 
realistic. The tide has been running against 
the United States on this matter and the 
change in tactics is wise. The United States 
now intends to meet the issue head-on, rather 
than to try to prevent debate. It will devise 
new tactics to oppose admission. 

The trouble with the congressional resolu- 
tion is just what Mr. Ashley said it was. The 
Executive has the constitutional duty to con- 
duct foreign policy, not Congress. The Ken- 
nedy Administration should be left free to de- 
vise a new China program. If the United 
States does not do this soon it will be forced 
to do it later. Always saying “no” is no policy. 


Plant To Be Used 


The proposal that the government-owned 
Small Arms plant on Goodfellow be made 
available to private industry has gained an 
especially significant indorsement. The St. 
Louis Joint Labor-Management Council, con- 
sisting of officials of the Metropolitan Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the AFL-CIO St. Louis 
Labor Council, has asked the Defense De- 
partment to expedite disposition of this giant 
manufacturing facility now lying dormant in- 
side the city limits. 

Since the Chamber originated and has con- 
sistently supported the idea of making use of 
the plant, it was not unexpected that its rep- 
resentatives on the Council would back that 
stand. But in view of the opposition to the 
proposal in the Negro community, there was 
some question as to where labor’s leaders 
stood. They have given their “full indorse- 
ment” to the idea. 

The Defense Department has decided it has 
no further use for the bulk of the property. 
It is retaining some 200 acres on a stand-by 


basis for production of 105-milimeter shells. 


This leaves some 200 acres potentially sur- 
plus; about 49 large and 263 small buildings 
of reasonably modern construction stand on 
that prime industrial site. It makes sense to 
try to put them to productive use. 

The Chamber believes St. Louis firms forced 
to vacate the Stadium area downtown, for in- 
stance, or the routes of the new expressways, 
would be interested in these first-rate facili- 
ties. This would keep jobs in St. Louis. If 
the Goodfellow plant were not available, many 
of the displaced firms might be attracted to 
small towns which are offering such bait as 
bargain leases on brand new buildings. Jobs 
that follow plants outstate in the long run 
represent lost opportunities to St. Louisans 
of all races. 


A Portuguese Awakening? 

It is difficult to speak with assurance of 
Angola. The Portuguese policy of censorship 
and denials makes the extent and present 
state of the rising of the native population, 
inspired by the liberation of the adjacent 
Congo, the subject of guess and estimate. 
But that matters are more serious than Lis- 
bon has been willing to acknowledge is dem- 
onstrated by its announced reforms. 

Henceforth the “‘indigenas” of Angola—and 
of Portuguese Guinea and Mozambique as 
well—may claim Portuguese citizenship. They 
are to vote and participate more fully in local 
government. If meant seriously, this could 
be the basis for.a significant change. For 
the moment, however, it can mean relatively 
little since Angola is even less prepared for 
self-government than was The Congo. In- 
deed it is to be hoped that the Portuguese 
will not leave Angola in the manner of the 
Belgians. It is more desirable that they make 
up for their misrule by preparations for an 
orderly transition of power, especially since 
the rebel guerrillas are split iato factions. 

Whether the natives will grant them time 
for the change is a question in view of the 
example of The Congo and the recent Portu- 
guese excesses. And if Portuguese troops 
have been as successful as claimed, will there 
be a real effort to give substance to the re- 
forms? Yet Lisbon seems to have given 
some attention to protests from its NATO 
allies and the Vatican. There are more com- 
petent instructors in self-government than 
Dr. Salazar, but he may not be utterly blind 
to self-interest. It must suggest the futility 
of a cruel and out-of-date colonialism. Other- 
wise the United Nations must stand by to 
cope with yet another explosion.

Complexities of the Diplomatic Note 


Communications Between Governments Follow Patterns Centuries Old

A diplomatic note is the painfully 
constructed syntax of an anonymous 
Foreign Service officer, the brusquely 
inserted phrase of a President, weeks 
of ‘‘coordination” among proud Allies. 


It is also centuries of talent of the 
coders and scramblers, the neat touch 
of a typist far from home, a rubber 
stamp, and as he delivers it, of His 
Excellency, the Ambassador Extra- 
ordinary and Plenipotentiary of the 

United States of 
America. 
The Mirror Or a quick para- 
graph, sent by mes- 
of senger, asserting 
that the Depart- 
ment of State of 
the United States 
has the honor to 
inform the Embassy of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics that it is all 
right for Ivan Ivanov, Secretary of the 
Embassy, to drive to Boston this week- 
end. 

Great nations send thousands of dip- 
lomatic notes each year—notes asking, 
imploring, demanding, protesting, 
claiming, informing and denying. They 
are sent to communicate ideas, to im- 
press the folks at home, to make a 
record for history, to frighten an ad- 
versary—or to wish him a happy birth- 
day. 

They can be personal messages from 
a chief of state, aide-memoire to con- 
form an oral message, local remarks 
of an ambassador or formal and anony- 
mous declarations of a nation. 


A note can be delivered by one states- 
man to another, by a clerk to an am- 
bassador, an ambassador to a foreign 
minister or by a sleepy driver at night 
to a sleepy Marine guard, 

Only a few notes ever attract public 
attention and these tend to be the work 
of a hundred minds and several dozen 
hands, containing words that have sur- 
vived a dozen drafts and that are in- 
tended to serve many purposes. 

But most notes begin with a presen- 
tation of compliments and claim the 
honor of informing. They are full of 
standard diplomatic phrases and ref- 
erences to previous notes. 

Normally a note is only a link in a 
long chain of correspondence. A for- 
eign government’s note goes to an “‘ac- 
tion’”’ officer in the State Department 
who bustles about for a likely reply 
and turns over the file to a “drafting” 
officer for composition.

approval to a higher echelon. 

If it is routine, the officer in charge 
of the Soviet desk or East-West ex- 
changes could initial it and send it to 
the typist. If he has doubts or en- 
counters disagreement, it will go to 
assistant secretaries, under secretaries, 
secretaries or even the White House. 


When any important section of a 
draft is disapproved, it is normally 
transmitted down through the bv- 
reaucracy and back to the drafter. But 
if there is a rush about it, the highest 
policy-makers may ignore the draft 
and dictate at will. 


Writing a note may take a day or 
several months and it often entails 
the deliberation and abandon of a love 
letter. 

When there is crisis in the air, a na- 
tion’s prestige and its negotiating and 
propaganda position all ride on a note, 
and the contents of the note may 
greatly influence the recipient’s re- 
sponse. Hence ideas about what a 
critical note should say pour into the 
State Department from the White 
House, the Pentagon and even Capitol 
Hill, embassies, universities and news- 
papers. ! 

President Kennedy is said to be tak- 
ing a personal hand now in every com- 
munication relating to Berlin; he has 
advised the policy-makers and edited 
the final drafts. 


Between Book Ends 


THE NOVELS OF HENRY JAMES, by 
Oscar Cargill, (Macmillan, 505 pgs., 
$7.95.) 


Prof. Cargill has provided a remark- 
able study of the writer who to many 
of us is one of the few genuine mas- 
ters of the novel. This book examines 
the background and origins of all the 
novels of James, places them in the 
context of the author’s total work, 
summarizes the criticisms of each of 
these volumes and then delivers its 
own evaluation of the one under dis- 
cussion. No previous consideration of 
Henry James’s longer fiction has been 
so full and rich. 

One of the notable features of this 
book is its tracing of the sources of 
James’s themes and characters—that 
such authors as Turgenev, Jane Aus- 
ten, Hawthorne and Balzac were in- 
fluences on his work doesn’t come as 
a surprise, but to find Ibsen and the 
younger Dumas among his inspirations 
is a little astonishing, though Mr. Car- 
gill shows persuasively how they in- 


fluenced such books as ‘‘The Ambas- 
sadors” and “The American.” Ulti- 
mately, the three James novels Mr. 
Cargill denotes as the finest are, in 
this order, ‘“‘The Wings of the Dove,” 
“The Portrait of a Lady” and ‘The 
Golden Bowl,” a judgment some of 
us will find it hard to quarrel with 
since it celebrates two volumes from 
the last period, which Mr. Cargill joins 
the late F. 0. Matthiessen in classify- 
ing as ‘‘the major phase,” the favorite 
phase of so many James admirers. 
This is a necessary book, both for 
Henry James buffs and for newcomers 
to the subject; the whole picture is 
here, and the fullness of information 
is matched by the expert application 
of critical values. Harry T. Moore

Today’s Allied notes to Moscow were 
relatively easy to write because the 
four Western powers were of one mind 
and have worked together here for 
months on the German crisis in an 
ambassadorial steering committee. 


A Washington, Paris and London 
draft might come before this group. 
They agree on ways to fuse them, pro- 
duce a final version and clear it again 
at home. 

If the subject is important enough, 
high-level decisions are needed also 
on how and when to deliver a note. 
Usually a reply to Moscow is sent by 
the route Moscow chose for its note: 
through the Soviet Embassy in Wash- 
ington or the United States Embassy 
in Moscow. 

Before delivery, important allies and 
embassies get information copies of 
the note. If it is to be handed over in 
Moscow, it is coded by machines and 
transmitted over commercial cables. 

In Moscow, it is decoded by similar 
machines, proofread, possibly cha)- 
lenged as inaccurate or unclear and 
finally typed, in English, on legal-size 
stationery embossed with the Seal of 
the United States. 

Often the Ambassador in Moscow 
will get additional instructions. He 
may be told to coordinate the time of 
delivery with his Western colleagues, 
to send the note off routinely by mes- 
senger or to hold out for a persona! 
delivery to Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Gromyko or one of his aides, 

Depending upon his relations with 
Soviet officials, the Ambassador, if he 
delivers a note in person, may chat 
amiably about the weather in Moscow 
or about last week-end’s luncheon be- 
fore turning over the envelope with 
the message that he has_rubber- 
stamped and initialed. Or, in a tense 
situation, he may simply adopt the 
stern tone of the note so as to rein- 
force the intended impression. 


On instructions from home or on 
his own initiative, the Ambassador 
may read all or part of the note be- 
fore handing it over and he may em- 
phasize by inflection or supplementary 
comment any given part of it and be 
ready to answer the recipient’s ques: 
tions. 

Then the Ambassador will cable 
home that the mission has been com- 
pleted, that Mr. Gromyko had turned 
white with anger or had laughed off the 
work of weeks or had simply handed 
it back as ‘‘unacceptable.”’

Walking the Plank 


If, as hoped for by most 
baseball sentimentalists, Cin- 
cinnati wins the pennant, the 
National League will have 
completetd a most impressive 
cycle. In 16 years all eight 
clubs will have experienced 
the championship thrill. 

As Danny Murtaugh and his 
Pittsburgh Pirates have found, 
the National is the kind of 
league in which a world cham- 
pionship club can fall into the 
second division in one season. 
If the Buccos finish sixth, 
they’ll drop the farthest of any 
title team since the Cardinals 
slumped to a tie for sixth and 
seventh in 1932. 

Altthough he confidently ex- 
pected the Pirates to make a 
spirited title defense this time, 
Murtaugh proved prophetic 
| when he told the young Bucs 
in spring training: 

“This is the kind of league 
| in which a club having two 
or three additional - players 
come through can surprise be- 
cause there’s not that much 
difference between first and 
sixth place.” 


Cincinnati, climbing from 
sixth to first, has prospered 
for numerous reasons, includ- 
ing, as Murtaugh mentioned, 
the championship intangible of 
players delivering in the pinch, 
as his Pirates did a year ago. 
Certainly, though, the Reds 
would’nt have made the run 
for the money if Joey Jay 
hadn’t come along as a big 
winner, if Ken Hunt hadn’t 
helped early and Ken Johnson 
late as starters and if Don 
Blasingame hadn’t plugged a 
hole at second base. 


*‘And, of course,’’ the Pitts- 


“two of the league’s finest 
plavers, Frank Robinson and 
Vada Pinson, came back from 
subpar seasons.”’ 


| A Law-LESS Year 


The Pirates have learned, 
too, if there ever had been any 
doubt, the importance of Ver- 
non Law, their best pitcher, 
and Dick Groat, their captain 
and shortstop. 


Even though Roberto Cle- 
mente i. sprinting off with 
the batting championship, Don 
Hoak having a top-grade year 
and Smoky Burgess a good 
one, too, the Buccos are far 
off the pennant pace. 

Bob Skinner, injured, hasn’t 
hit, and there have been other 
disappointments, chiefly pitch- 
ing, but, in particular, Pitts- 
burgh has missed Law’s golden 
right arm and Groat’s timely 
bat and clutch play afield. 

Law is out with arm trouble 
and the Mormon elder’s ca- 
reer is in jeopardy. Groat, who 


won the batting title last year 
with a .325 average, is having 
a struggle to stay over .260 
and, in harsh self-analysis, has 
no alibi. 


“T hit the banquet circuit 
last winter, but that’s no ex- 
cuse,”” said the former Duke 
All-America basketball player. 
“I have no excuse, The wrist 
I broke | .te Jast season is all 
right. I’ve taken a lot of extra 
batting practice and I still 
haven't, hit the way I should 
have. 

“My pride has been hurt 
and, most important, so has 
the ball club.” 


Luck and... 


Murtaugh not only won't 
point a finger at an individual, 
but he also has declined to put 
the blame on his pitching 
more than the offense or de- 
fense, though he did acknowl- 
edge: 

“Without Law, I had to bring 
Harvey (Haddix) and Wile.er 
(Mizell) into rotation. They 
were more effective last year 
when we could use them as 
spot starters.” 

Earned-run averages tell part 
of Pittsburgh's plight. The ré- 
liefer, Roy Face, paid to save 
games, hasn’t had as many to 
save this season, but his ERA 
(3.60) still is the best on the 
staff. 


Failure to make the most of 
hits, the team’s trademark last 


year, is another reason the 
Buccos soon will be ex-cham- 
pions. Although leading the 


league in team batting, they're 
sixth in runs scored, sixth in 
homers. 


“Call it Juck, call it whatever 
you want,” said Murtaugh, ‘‘a 
winning club has it. We had it 
last year, Cincinnati has it this 
time. We weren’t deep enough 
to stard injuries a year ago 
and Cincinnati wouldn't have 
had the depth to have with- 
stood the injuries Los Angeles 
suffered. Only the Dodgers 
have that good a bench.”’ 

Labor day was an 
versary for the teetotaling, 
tobacco-chewing, milk-sipping 
Murtaugh. Twelve years ago 
here. Enos Slaughter slid hard 
and high into the Irishman and 
cut him.

Lost in Alaska—I 0 Weeks of Misery 


By George Evans 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska, 

Sept. 5 (UPI). 
WILLIAM C. WATERS parked 
his car and walked off to fish 
in an Alaskan wilderness lake 
with no more concern than if he 
had been in his native Kentucky, 


He saw no reason for concern. 
A husky 185-pound man, 42 
years old, he had driven to the 
Big Lake area 120 miles north- 
east of Fairbanks after a pleas- 
ant trip up the Alcan highway. 


“T had always wanted to drive 
the Alcan,” he said later, ‘‘so 
the last part of May I took some 
vacation and headed north to 
Alaska, like in that song.” 


It was June 20 when he 
parked the car. 

Interior Alaska in summer is 
not a land of snow and ice. The 
temperature approaches 100. 
During late June the sun stays 
up around the clock. In mid- 
July it sets briefly for the first 
time, then the nights gradually 
become longer. 

Waters, who says his friends 
call him “‘Muddy,” walked along 
a marshy trail to the lake. 
Then it began to rain, and he 
decided to return to the car. 


At that point he made the 
error — “Boy, was I stupid” 
—that set the stage for one of 
the most amazing survival 
stories in Alaskan history. He 
thought he could find his way 
back by another route, 


Ten weeks later he still was 
not back. An extensive search 
for him had been given up. Au- 
thorities in Erlanger, Ky., where 
he lived, and in Cincinnati, O., 
where he worked as a railroad 
postal employe, thought he was 
dead. 

Waters weighs about 100 pounds 
now. Clean-shaven after removal 
of a scraggly 10-week beard, he 
told the story of those weeks 
from a bed here in St. Joseph's 
Hospital. 

It was, he said, “Holy hell.” 

*‘When I realized I was lost in 
the middle of nowhere,” he said, 
“T told myself, ‘Well, you've had 
it now. Who’s going to bother to 
come out looking for a mere 
postal clerk.’ ”’ 

Many persons did look for him, 
but with no success. 

Waters searched for a stream, 
hoping it would lead him to a 
river that would empty into the 
Yukon, 


He found such a river, and 
walked along it more than 80 
miles. What he did not know 
was that it ran parallel to the 
Yukon for more than 200 miles 
before joining that mighty riv-

er at a settlement called Pur- 
gatory. 

“That’s a good one,” he said, 
“I went through Holy Hell- 
looking for Purgatory.” 


He was wearing a heavy hunt- 
ing jacket and, at first, chest- 
high waders over khaki trousers 
and wool shorts. He carried a 
fishing rod, tackle box and a 
machete. 

He soon threw away the fish- 
ing rod because it slowed him in 
dense underbrush. 


Waters soon became hungry 
but somehow, he said, it never 
occurred to him to try to catch 
fish with the line and remaining 
tackle. 

He tried to build a raft, cut- 
ting logs with the machete and 
using the fishing line to lash 
them together. But before he fin- 
ished the river rose, washed 
away the logs and forced him to 


raft washed away. He had taken 
them off to put on a pair of 
canvas shoes from the tackle 
box. 

Later his feet became so swol- 
len he was afraid to take off 
the shoes for fear he would not 
be able to get them on again. 


Waters lost track of time. At 
first the constant daylight gave 
him no daily reference. Eventu- 
ally he became too weak to care. 
He could hardly believe, after- 
wards, that he was lost 10 
weeks. He thought it was only 
two or three. 

He ate wild raspberries, cran- 
berries and rose hips—edible 
pods left after wild roses go to 
seed. But his weight dropped 
steadily.

saw bears, moose,

geese, beavers and rabbits. But 
he said he did not think of try- 
ing to catch them for food. 

“IT didn’t want to kill the ani- 
mals,” he said. “They never 
harmed me.” 

He had a book of matches 
with 11 remaining when he was 
lost. At first he built fires only 
when it was chilly in the eve- 
nings or when mosquitoes both- 
ered him. 

After about seven weeks, as 
he estimates it now, he was 
down to one match. Camped 
along the river, he built a fire 
with the last match and kept it 
burning night and day. 

He had decided, he said, to 
stay in one place and conserve 
his strength. He moved about 
only to get firewood or pick rose 
hips and berries. 

“I could not sleep, my legs had 
given out, my stomach hurt, but 
I just kept going. Guess I didn’t 
have the guts to jump in the 
river or lay down and die.”’ 


Finally he heard an outboard 
motor boat going back and forth 
on the river. It went by three 
times before he could get to the 
water's edge. 


“My legs were stiff, so I 
crawled down to the river, 
about 50 yards, dragging the 
tackle box with me. Then I 
propped myself against the 
tackle box and waited what 
seems like an eternity before 
I heard the boat coming down- 
stream again.”

BRIDGE IS not exactly like 
ticktacktoe, where you can’t 
lose if you play correctly. You 
have to do some guessing in 
bridge, and you will not always 
guess right. 

South was in three notrump 
and West led a spade. Declarer 
won the jack with the queen, 
then led a club and finessed, 
losing to the king. Back came 
a spade and West cashed four 
spades to defeat the contract 
a trick. 

Actually, the hand was lost be- 
cause South adopted the wrong 
line of play. Declarer made only 
one mistake. Unfortunately, it 
cost him the contract. 

South should have permitted 
East to win the opening spade 
lead with the jack. If he had 
done this, he would have made 
the hand. He would have lost 
the spade return to the king, 
but nothing could then have 
prevented him from scoring 
nine tricks consisting of three 
hearts, two diamonds and four 
clubs. 

Whether to take the spade 
was a kind of guess, it’s true, 
since it depended on whether 
declarer thought East had two 
spades or three. 


For example, if East’s spade 
holding had been J-5-3 instead 
of J-3, ducking the spade would 
have been fatal. The duck in 
such case would allow the de- 
fense to win four spade tricks 
and a diamond, whereas taking 
the spade would limit the oppo- 
nents to three spades and a 
diamond. 

But South should have as- 
sumed in this hand that East 
had only two spades. It would 
not have been normal for West 
to lead a spade into the spade 
bidder if he had held only the 
A-K-9-6 of spades. The lead 
was much more likely to have 
been based an a five-card suit.

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Holding on Tight on a Sports Car Club Rally 


Members Navigate Over Back Roads From Belleville in Competition Against Time and Distance 
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Winning team in the national rally directed by the Southern Illinois Region of the Sports 
Car Club was from Cleveland, with SUZANNE HUNDERTMARK as driver and ROBERT

THE SPORTS CAR CLUB of 
America lives on little-used back 
roads, and in a world of its own, 
on weekends. Club members 
hve to the fullest in a national 
rally, a race in the sense of 
men and machines matched 
against time and distance; it is 
not a race in the pass-and-pray 
style of Indianapolis. 

Back roads in Missouri and 
Illinois, from a starting point in 
Belleville, were the course for 
a national rally directed by the 
Southern Illinois Region of the 
Sports Car Club on a recent 
weekend. The rally was one of 
16 national events to be held 
this year and drew a starting 
field of 70 cars, the largest this 
season. 

I went along for the ride the 
final day, a 150-mile run, Along 
the way I muttered things to 
myself, sometimes ‘“Hi-Yo Sil- 
ver,”” and sometimes ‘‘Nearer, 
My God to Thee,”’ but I did not 
speak to the driver and the man 
in the bucket seat beside him, 
grandly styled the navigator. 
They made it plain before I got 
in that they were not to be dis- 
turbed except by one another 
and I thought that a fine idea 


after a few miles. I wanted 
their minds to stay on their 
business, too. 


Everybody tended to business. 
In the two-day, 500-mile run the 
only accident loss was some 
paint left by one fender on a 
bridge abutment, and 64 of the 
70 cars finished. Two broke 
down, one team became lost and 
three teams did not feel up to 
Sunday driving after Saturday's 
350-mile run. A Cleveland team, 
driver Suzanne Hundertmark 
and navigator Robert Mollman, 
won in an Alfa-Romeo. Don and 
Ida Mae Doll of Webster Groves 
were second. 


Lese Seasongood of St. Louis 
was the driver, Dave Gulick 
navigated in the car I rode 


in. They suggested I come to 
the rally’s headquarters the 
Friday night before the race 
and get my feet grounded in 
rallying and observe the pre- 
cautions taken and the high 
caliber of the people competing 
and the wealth of gadgets in 
the automobiles. I guess they 
wanted me to be impressed, and 
they had their wish. 

The motel parking lot was a 
clutter of Porsches and Jaguars 
and MGs being tested. They 
were tested for brakes, turn 
signals, lights, windshield wipers, 
horns, and were turned loose 
after the owner had been in- 
spected for driver’s license and 
insurance. 

Car owners roamed the park- 
ing lot, looking into other driv- 
ers’ cars. Sports car people 
are dedicated window-peekers 
on a parking lot. They look 
into the other cars to see what 
equipment is installed, mainly 
in the navigator’s seat. Usually 
it is plenty. Some notable navi- 
gators have performed with less, 
including Columbus and Lind- 
bergh. 

Since the competition is 
against time and distance the 
navigator requires tools to work 
on his opponents, the schedule 
and the mileage. A_ national 
rally is run in legs or sections 
of the over-all mileage. Each 
leg is assigned an average speed 
and there are large variants in 
the average. A leg with a 
stipulated average of 25.6 miles 
per hour may be followed by a 
leg with an average of 47.5 
mph. The object of the game 
is to come as close as possible 
to the average and the close- 
ness is timed to the seconds. 

Scoring is negative, as in golf. 
Low score wins. Points actual- 
ly are penalty-points and the 
usual procedure is to assess a 
point for each second a car is 
late arriving at a check point; 
two. points for each second it 
is early. The double penalty for

early arrival is intended to dis- 
courage speed for speed’s sake 
and in some ways it is kin to 
Prohibition, a noble theory but 
one with large holes in it. To 
maintain an average speed of 
45 mph, for instance, on a nar- 
row and winding and loose-sur- 
faced back road requires a con- 
stant speedometer reading of 
far more than 45 and if the 
ralliers have had the misfor- 
tune to get lost on that leg, and 
have time and distance to re- 
cover, the theory goes up in a 
cloud of road dust 

Walking around the parking 
lot with Seasongood the night 
before the rally, peering in car 
windows, I was too dense to 
consider the possible calls for 
speed in racing against time. I 
was busy admiring what a big 
thing the instrument-makers 
have captured in the sport. 

Drivers from 18 states com- 
peted in the rally at Belleville 
and among them they had the 
beginnings of a good navy, for 
compasses and calculators and 
clipboards and such aids to 
navigation. The basic weapons 
in rallying are a good watch and 
a good odometer. Most drivers 
know the odometer not by name 
but as the slot in the middle of 
the speedometer that registers 
miles and comes up 50,000 be- 
fore the payments are _ half- 
made, but in sports car driving 
it is referred to lovingly and 
correctly as an odometer. 


A team won a $10,000 na- 
tional rally in 1959 driving a 
Rambler, and the navigator 
used a slide rule and a pocket 
watch. Any car with four 
wheels and a licensed and in- 
sured driver is eligible for 
these rallies but the sports 
cars dominate. So does expen- 
sive gear for calculating the 
distance to 1/100th of a mile, 
52.80 feet, and the time to 
matching fractions of a sec- 
ond. A hot-rod Chinese with 
an abacus could win a rally, 
but he would be depriving 
himself of a lot of fun by not 
making things difficult. 
Seasongood’s 


car was an 


American compact, a_ station 
wagon. His navigator, Gulick, 
had four odometers to work 


with, checking one against the 
other. He had watches for hours 
and for minutes and for seconds 
and he had something called a 
Curta calculator. The Curta re- 
sembles a small peppermill and 
when Gulick cranked its handle 
he compensated distances and 
time and got answers, almost 
any way he wanted. He could 
get answers from that pepper- 
mill by adding distance and 
time, and if he got bored with 
adding and subtracting he could 
branch out and take up multi- 
plying and dividing. I think 
sports car navigators secretly 
are looking for a fifth dimen- 
sion. 


Gulick and Seasongood were | 


not happy that Sunday morning. 
They had found discrepancies in 


their battery of odometers the | — 


day before and no amount of 
peppermill calculating would al- 
low them to compensate as ex- 
actly as they wished. 

They had more penalty points 
from Saturday’s 350-mile run 
than was good for their chances 
in Sunday’s final 150 miles, but 
they got into the instrument- 
laden compact, sharing the 
bucket seats and a brave opti- 
mism. I got in the back seat, 
grateful there was one acces- 
sory in the car I understood, 
too. Air-conditioning. 

Fifteen minutes before they 
were due at the starting line, 
the Seasongood-Gulick team was 
given its instructions. The in- 


structions read like a long-dis- | 


tance scavenger hunt. Each turn 
and change of road and change 
of speed is directed in the in- 
structions, move by move. Strung 
out along the route at unex- 
pected places are rally officials 
at checkpoints. Some check- 
points issue the teams time-slips, 
telling them how they stand to 
that point. At other points, 
termed passages, observers 
merely note that the car passed 
the point on the route. Failing 
to pass all such points is proof 
the team did not go to the pre- 


scribed route and it is almost | 
as great a disgrace as being | 


arrested for speeding, an auto- 
matic disqualification. 
Gulick began whirling the han- 
die of his peppermill as Season- 
good drove the car to the start- 


ing line. Their departure time 
was 8:17. They left, to the blat- 
ting tune of a shortwave radio 
at the starting line, tuned in to 
the Bureau of Standards radio 
station, WMV. That station is 
the rallier’s Soap opera, a lugu- 
briously accurate reminder of 
time speeding by, measured in 
monotonously steady beeps. 
Gulick directed Seasongood. 
The ralliers delight themselves 
with protocol, including the un- 
derstanding that the navigator’s 


word is law in case of doubt 
about a turn or a direction on 
the instruction sheet or the speed 


or the speed the car should run | 


to maintain the average. Season- 
good and Gulick had an easier, 
informal understanding. They got 
along mainly by agreeable short 
comments, or nods 

The instruction sheet directed 
the car out of Belleville quickly, 
and onto a back road. The next 
150 miles were a wealth of back 
roads. Illinois has back roads 
that it has forgotten about, and 
chuck holes that I will not forget. 

Seasongood drove with hands 
at opposing position on the 
wheel. He maintained speed by 
Gulick’s call from the odom- 
eter readings, theoretically, but 
Seasongood also went by the 
sensation the wheels and the 
four-speed gear box gave to the 
seat of his pants. He concen- 
trated upon the RPM indicator, 
the tachometer, to confirm what 
his finer feelings were telling 
him about the condition of the 
road and the gear he was using 
and what the car’s center of 
gravity would tolerate. 

The .route led over roads that 
were two-lane for Grandpa, but 
Grandpa was riding a horse, I 
would like to have stopped and 
gotten a horse myself. We came 
around a narrow curve, blind on 
the left with tall corn. If the 
curves were not blinded by tall 
corn they were blinded by bean 
patches, and on the driver’s side 
every time. At this corn-blind 
curve the right side was a sweep 
of pasture and a congregation 
of cows was meeting in the 
corner. 

Sufficient sports cars had gone 
by for the cows to have resigned 
themselves to a Sunday of white 
gravel dust floating over them.

“Dangerous bridge on curve 
coming up,”’ Gulick read, from 
the instructions. He didn’t 
quite have it out before the 
curve was there, followed by 
something. Somehow, Season- 
good got the car over the 
stream so the shuddering par- 
cel of something must have 
been the bridge. “‘Interesting,’’ 
said Seasongood 
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We rode on. The faulty odom- 
eters still were playing tricks 
on the team. Gulick calculated 
with his peppermill. He studied 
his figures and made a pushing 
motion, both hands forward, to 
Seasongood. 

Gulick said. 

I looked at the speedometer. 
I looked at Seasongood. His ex- 
pression stayed set. So did the 
speedometer, right where it 
was, but the road wound all 
over. We didn’t increase the 
Go-Go. We got there though, 
right back at the good old start- 
ing point, and that’s what I like 
to see my first time out in a 
rally.

In this latter category, which is not uncommon, are lack

There are other sources, of course, but milk, whether in the 
form of whole milk, or skim milk, vr cottage cheese, or butter- 
milk, is the best I know of. For Vitamin C, citrus juices 
(orange, lemon, grapefruit, tomato) are easy to get and easy 
to take. 

If you are reasonably careful about these things in your 
diet, and still suffer not only bloodshot eyes, but are unduly 
subject to bruising elsewhere, I think a thorough study of the 
blood is in order. See if there is any defect in the chemical 
mechanism of clotting. We know a lot more about clotting 
than we did a few years ago.
